common with most other persons who 
favor this sort of communism, Senator 
Hnrris seems utterly to misapprehend the 
principle upon which nil state education 
rests. Lot us suggest tbnt principle again, 
therefore, for tho bonoflt of all writers nnd 
speakers who argue that because the infor- 
mation which is to bo gained in high 
schools, technical schools nnd college!! is in 
itself desirnblo, tbereforo tho state ought to 
furnish it. 
Many othor things nro desira- 


ble ; and if this course of ronsoning is 
sound, thero is still better renson for tho 
mnintennnoe by the state of froo public 
kitchens and froo clothing shops than for 
tbo support of freo colleges, high schools 
nnd technical schools. Tbe plea that edu- 
cntion of any kind is n thing to bo desired 
by its recipients is no plon ot nil, unless 
we are prepared to carry it out to its logicnl 
result in socialism.
